ARCHBISHOP HAS 
LITTLE USE FOR 
DE VALERA’S AIM 


New York, Sept. 17.—The Most Rev. 
Michael J. Curley, archbishop of Bal- 
timore, declared on his return from 
Europe today on the Celtic that “no 
American true to American principles 
should for one Moment countenance” 
the work of Eamon de Valera as head 
of the irregular troops in Ireland. 

“They are bent on destruction and 
the bringing about of chaos in Ire- 
land,” the archbishop said, referring to 
De Vaiera and his followers. “ They 
have no constructive campaign and can 
have none.

York. 

That the “ remittance man ” to whom 
she paid $100 a month threw gold coins 
at her and told her to “ keep her dirty 
Chicago money" is one of the charges 
by Mrs. Gron—who is known in her 
summer home on Cushing's Island, in 
Portland harbor, az Mrs. Green, the 
transiation of the Swedish word 
“ Gron.” 


Charges $50,000 Fraud. 


Furthermore, it is charged, Gron, a 
Harvard man, opened her mail and 
stole checks from it, got $50,000 by 
fraud from her in Oxford, England, 
failed to summon medical aid when 
she wae sick, and frequently threat- 
ened her with physical attack. 

A @ene in which Gron is alleged to 
have beaten and abused her one night 
while they were riding in a cab through 
a London fog is described in detail. 
He reviled the memory of her first 
husband, Dr. Carl D. Stone, Chicago 
physician, for whom she sacrificed 
blood in a transfusion operation in 
an attempt to save his life, she de- 
clares. 

Incidents are recorded in which Gron 
is alleged to have falsely attacked her 
morality. 

Excluded From U. &. 

It is also set up that Gron, a native 
of a foreign country who became a 
citizen of the United States, “go con- 
ducted himself during the war as to 
be excluded from and denied readmis- 
sion into the United States, the order 
remaining in effect for fourteen 
months.” It is aleo alleged that he 
was barred from England for the same 
causes. 

Mrs. Gron further asserts that her 
husband, “ with intent to deceive, false”

by Demonstrations. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 17.—Call- 
ing upon unions throughout the nation 
to set aside Sunday, Oct. 1, as “ Im- 
peachment day” for demonstrations 
against Attorney General Daugherty 
and. Federal Judge Wilkerson, the ex- 
ecutive council of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor late last night waded 
through the last of the business which 
has kept it in annual session here 
since Sept. 9. 

Notwithstanding its avowed determi- 
nation to remove the two government 
officials from office because of their 
part in obtaining the restraining order 
against the rail shop crafts, the coun- 
cil, as one of its last official acts, went 
on record as opposed to a general 
strike of organized labor in sympathy 
with the railroad men. 

Gompers Brings Up Question. 

The generar strike question as 
brought up again by Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the federation, “be- 
cause of more than 200 resolutions 
from American unions, demanding 
such a strike,” said the council's re 


port. 

* But,” it adds, “ we feel that neither 
we, as officers of the A. F. of L., nor 
any other officer of this organization 
has the right or the power to call or 
advise a genera! strike.” 

(The labor chiefs contented them- 
selves with ordering Secretary Frank 
Morrison to communicate to the of- 
ficers of the railroad shopmen that 
every assistance within their power 
will be accorded them. 

The labor leaders completed their 
program to enter the fall campaign;

The senate will be practically 
through when it disposes of the tariff 
and acts on the conference report on 
the coal commission bill. ‘ The senate 
also will be called upon to act on the 
soldiers’ bonus bill again if the Presi- 
dent vetoes it. 

It is believed that the conference 
report on the tariff bill will be approved 
by the senkte not later than Wednes- 
day and that the bill will be in the 
hands of the President by Thursday. 


Bonus Veto Expected. 
Members of congress generally be- 


lieve President Harding will veto the 
bonus bill. He is expected to send his

veto message to congress on Tuesday. 
It will go first to the house, which will 
at once attempt to pass it over the 
veto. There will be little debate. No 
difficulty is expected in seouring the 
necessary two-thirds vote in the house. 

The bill will then go to the senate, 
where there may be a greater amount 
of discission. On the basis of the 
previous votes the affirmative vote in 
the senate will fall one or two short 
of the required two-thirds.

VIOLENCE IN LABOR 
DISPUTES. 


In the injunction proceedings. before Judge Wil- 
kerson, as well as in the press of the nation during 
recent weeks, the question of violence in labor dis- 
putes is before the nation for serious consideration. 

It is one of the serious questions of the day and 
ought ‘not to be shirked: Whether violence is an 
accepted policy of labor organizations, or the prod- 
uct of individual, though general, impulse, its grav- 
ity remains obvious. We are a people not very re- 
spectful of laws and disposed to, take matters into 
our own hands. That is an evil we must resolutely 
combat, and two remedies are essential to its cure.

UNIONS OR NO UNIONS! 


{Translation from Svenska Amerikanaren (Swedish 
American.) ]}. 


The vénerable Senator Knute Nelson from Minne- 
gota has recently said in the senate that. he con- 
sidered unionism as the root of the entire strike 
evil. This opinion, of course, is. quite right; if there 
were no unions, there would be no strikes. It 
might even be averred, for instance, that if people 
did not want to heat their furnaces, so as to ward 
of the cold, there would not be any coal mine 
strikes. 

Senator Nelson also urged as his remedy against 
the coal strike to take up the work in the mines 
at once with nonunion men properly protected by 
the authorities. This is more easily said than done. 
There are not, outside of the unions, enough coal 
miners fit to do the work in the right way. 

But we do not believe that there are many persons 
in our days who would like to see the unions dis- 
appear. However often the statement is made that 
the unions are abusing their power, still the same 
ch e will apply with equal force when preferred 
oghinst capital The employers’ associations, in 
turn, have a right to exist, because they prevent 
the unions abusing their strength. To this extent | 
this system of balances aids the public. 

Not even capitalists, or at least the great number 
of farsighted capitalists, would care to go back | 
to the old times when the.wage relations were 
some kind of a slavery, when né6 restrictions existed | 
about the work of women and children, and when 
everything was left to.the humor of the employer. 
To organized labor, however, is due the merit of 
ralaing the employés’ position so that they could 
. d and obtain wages that insure them a fair 
peat oh of living. " 

Tt is unfortunately true that there have been aos 
Wnjustified strikes; human nature is not perfect, 
neither with the men nor with the bosses. Still most | 
strikes in our opinion have had a good reason, and 
unionism is all right. Only at times it would benefit 
the workers themselves if some housecleaning took 
place. Not the members, but certain leaders are the 
ones who afte guilty of abusing their power. A change 
should take effect if the workmen are not to suffer | 
under | from having such leaders. ,These leaders should go, 
and we. are sure that the rank and ‘file of the unions 
‘will recognize’ this fact and take action accordingly 

before very long.

Prosecutor Beekman said Mrs. Hall 
Was in a highly nervous state when 
she gave him her detailed statement 
of what had happened on Thursday 
evening and Friday morning. “ Mrs. 
Hall said.” according to the prosecutor, 
“that she knew of nobody who had a 
grievance against him and that she 
was unable to account for her hus- 
band meeting Mrs. Mills the night of 
the slaying.” 

She repeated her story of worrying 
when her husband had not returned 
home by 2 a. m., and told of the futile 
trip of herself and brother, William, 
to the church. She was not informed 


* of the statement by Mills to the effect 


that he had also had gone to the church 
and turned on the lights looking for 
his wife ab@ut that time Mrs. Hall says 
she went there. 

Mills Is Examined. 


Mills talked willingly with reporters. 

“Did you see Mrs. Hall or her 
brother William around the church 
when you went there that morning?” 
he was asked. 

“There was nobody around,” he re- 
plied. “I saw Mrs. Hall at 7 o’clock 
the next morning. She called at my 
house and asked me if I had seen her 
husband. She said Mr. Hall had not 
returned home and I told her that Mrs. 
Mills had not returned either. 

“I saw Mrs. Hall again on Saturday. 
I asked her what she thought of the 
letters found around the bodies of Mr. 
Hall and my wife that morning. I 
also asked her what she thought of the 
whole thing. She was weeping bitterly 


absolutely. I still believe in him He 
did nothing wrong. He could do noth- 
ing wrong. His only aim was to help 
other people. I would trust him more 
than I would trust myself.’ 


Intends to Solve Mystery. 

“She told me that she would leave 
no stone unturned to find the murderer 
of her husband,” continued Mills. * She 
said that she would hire private detec- 
tives if necessary to run down the 
person who shot Mr. Hall and my wife. 
She said that it could not have been 
suicide, because there was no reason 
for one of them wanting to kill the 
other.” 

Mills then was asked about reports 
that had frequently been circulated 
in the last three years about the un- 
usually friendly relationship that ex- 
isted between the clergyman and Mrs. 
Mills. 

“You may be sure that I take no 
stock in any of the malicious stories 
that are now going around,” he said. 

Mills scouted the suggestion that the 
letters that were scattered about the 
bodies of the couple were intended for 
actual mailing. 

“She was fond of reading books of 
romance,” he said. “She very often 
copied passages from these books that 
struck her fancy. She used to carry 
them in her brown scarf.” 

Mills at this point insisted that he 
never had discussed with Mr. Hall the 
frequency with which Mrs. Mille was 
reported to be in his company. 

Never Suspected Couple. 

“Not a word of that kind ever 
passed between us,” he said. “I had 
too much respect for him +o think of 
such a thing. Mr. Hall and my wife 
had been out automobile riding on 
several occasions, but I understood 
that Mrs. Hall usually was with them.

In 1918, 
the last year of the open and legalized 
saloon, the arrests for all causes in 
Chicago were reported as 105,632. In 
1921, after the eighteenth amendment 
had been in operation at a cost of 
many millions of dollars, the number 
of arrests for all causes in Chicago 
jumped to 117,719. ‘The people had 
been promised by the supporters of the 
Volstead act that there would be Mttle 
or nothing for police to do. 

“ Now, for a further showing of Sec- 
retary Mayer’s figures: In 1918 there 
were 206 arrests for offenses involving 
intoxication on the part of automobile 
drivers. In 1921 the number advanced 
to 8238. Im 1918 there were 44,949 
arrests for drunkenness an@ disorderly 
conduct—noisy brawling—while in 1921 
the number increased to 49,762. 


Assaults on Girls Increase. 


Criminal assaults upon women and 
giris arose from 140 in 1918 to 321 in 
1921 and, in this connection, it is a 
distressful fact that many of these 
attacks were the result of moonshine 
parties or orgies committed on the 
public highways by persons in automo- 
biles. Why did the county board find 
it necessary to authorize the sheriff 
to organize a force of motorcycle po- 
licemen to patrol] the public highways? 

“ Again, in 1920, the Chicago police 
made 425 arrests for violation of the 
prohibition laws while in 1921 the total 
for such infractions was 1,074. In 
1918 there were 222 arrests for murder 
in Chicago; in 1920 the number was 
260 and in 1921 the arrests for that 
capital crime mounted to 330—manv 
of them direct result of moonshine. In 


'1918 arrests for burglary numbered 


813, while in 1921 the total was 1,357. 
I have not yet procured late details 
embracing the sordid story of drug 
or narcotic addiction, grown to horrible 
proportions since Volsteadism entered 
the lists on the statute books. 
Enforcement Cost Leaping. 
“Furthermore, it is a fact that the 
cost of law enforcement is increasing 
at a staggering rate. In Chicago in 
1918 the cost to the people of admin- 
istering the department lr police, aside 
from the maintenance of the Criminal 
and Municipal courts, was $7,815,142. 
In 1921 the bill to the public for this 
police service was $10,896,706.
